And then Morgan decides to double down: “How about 
a f---ing thank-you, or is that too much to f---ing ask?” 

Crew members at this point are holding in their laughter. The thing about 
Morgan’s F-bombs is that you never quite know when and where they are 
going to detonate. None of these profanity-laced ad-libs are in the script, and 
none will actually make it to air. No matter. They ensure that high-octane 
Negan is always present and accounted for. 

“We push it as far as what I can and can’t say,” Morgan explains a week later 
while rocking a Ramones T-shirt and sipping coffee in a café in New York City. “Tl 
throw in s---s and hells and Jesus Christs and goddamns everywhere I can, but

even that there’s a limit to. Then they turn me loose. 
Someone will say, ‘Okay, it’s time.’ That’s all I need 
to know. That’s when I just go f---ing nuts, and P’ll 
add all the f---s and all the original Negan language. 
So I memorize it two ways: I learn what’s okay for 
TV, and then I learn the Negan way, which is nothing 
barred.... And I will add every f---, f---ing, f---edy 
f---, and more, just to f---ing get a reaction.” 
Getting a reaction is exactly the type of thing 
The Walking Dead has been specializing in lately.

QUICK...WHO SHOT J.R.? IT WAS ACTUALLY KRISTIN SHEPARD, J.R.'S MISTRESS/SISTER- 
in-law. Most people don’t remember the Dallas culprit—even J.R. seemed 
vaguely underwhelmed by the reveal—but everybody who was around in 1980 


recalls the national obsession over TV’s most famous cliff-hanger ever. (Sorry, 
Amanda and Michael’s “Moldavian massacre” wedding on Dynasty.) 

Season-finale TV cliff-hangers are a tradition almost as old as the medium 
itself, yet many viewers of The Walking Dead went ballistic when season 6 of the 
AMC drama ended with Negan taking batting practice on someone’s face, with- 
out that someone being revealed. Some fans felt duped, having believed the 
whole season to be leading up to a famous moment from the comic book, only 
to be told they must wait another six months to see that moment play out in full. 
(And this coming right after Dumpstergate, when viewers had to wait a month to 
see if Steven Yeun’s Glenn had survived a previous brush with death.) 


For AMG, it was Rosie Larsen all over again, in 
which something was implicitly promised by the 
end of the season and then not actually delivered. 
For the team behind the show, it was an unex- 
pected backlash the likes of which they had never 
seen. Executive producers Scott M. Gimple, Robert 
Kirkman, and Greg Nicotero all admit to being sur- 
prised by the intensity of the online anger spewed 
forth by fans. They are also careful to respect those 
opinions while defending their work. 

“As a creative person, I have to acknowledge that 
all responses are valid,” says comic-book creator 
Kirkman. “I definitely have to take note that there’s 
a seemingly significant portion of the audience that 
wasn’t happy with that direction, so in that respect 
I think everyone on the Walking Dead creative team 
has taken note of that, and I don’t know that I would 
expect a similar cliff-hanger at the end of season 7.” 

The cast has taken a similarly diplomatic 
approach. “I love the fact that everybody is so 
engaged with it and so opinionated about it,” says 
Andrew Lincoln, whose Rick Grimes may or may 
not still be alive (see sidebar, next page). “I mean, 
obviously we don’t want a divided reaction every 
time we do something as a season finale, because 
then we’d start to be concerned. But we value and 
respect everybody’s opinion because without it, 
we wouldn’t be here.” 
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stands fan frustration, but hopes those disappointed will reserve judgment 


until they see how it all plays out when the show returns Oct. 23. “I totally get 
it,” says Reedus. “I understand that people got upset by that. Sometimes I like 
cliff-hangers and sometimes I don’t, but this one is definitely worth the wait.” 

That wait has proved difficult for many. Reedus estimates he is asked “30 
times a day” to reveal the identity of the deceased. Lincoln says he has been 
interrogated while going through customs. Lennie James, who plays Morgan, 
jokes that his solution to avoid the topic is that he’s simply “stopped speaking 
to people.” And then there is Melissa McBride (Carol), who has to deal with her 
own mother. “She’s like, ‘I want to know who died,’” says McBride. “And then 
I was talking to her just days ago and she was like, ‘Did you die?’ I’m like, ‘Mom, 
I wasn’t in that scene!’ She goes, ‘I just don’t know—somebody died.’” 

Ona more serious front, AMC has threatened litigation against one spoiler- 
loving fan site that was attempting to post the identity of the victim. The 
network sent a cease-and-desist letter on the grounds that posting the infor- 
mation would be considered copyright infringement. Showrunner Gimple will 
not comment directly on the legal machinations but says any steps taken by 
him and the network “are for one reason and one reason only—to preserve the 
audience’s experience.” 

And what sort of experience will that be in season 7? According to all parties, 
a pretty brutal one right off the bat...no pun intended. “I can tell you from the 
position of the director’s chair, it was by far the most emotional episode that 
I’ve ever shot,” says Nicotero of the season premiere. “The first couple of epi- 
sodes are a bit relentless in that dark place that they really don’t want to go, but 
we’re going to take you there.” 

The cast had to enter that dark place to film the continuation to the cliff- 
hanger scene—a scene that Nicotero teases will have even more to it than seen 
in the comic book. “It was exhausting, and it was no fun,” says Reedus of shoot- 
ing the rest of the death scene. “We always come back to this show every 
season, and we’re like, ‘Yeah, let’s get back into it!’ This was one of those where 
it’s like, ‘Oh, f---. Here we go.’ It was definitely not a joyous reunion.” 

Of course, season 7 is not about who dies, it’s about what that death (or 
deaths?) could do to those who live. “Coming away from this experience, their 
souls are going to be pulverized,” says Gimple. While there have been plenty of 
big offings before, Lincoln does not mince words when he says this one “is the 
most significant death that we’ve ever experienced in the show for what it does 
to the story. What happens to the group is shattering.” 

And shattering in various ways. How will each individual react to a murder 
they were powerless to prevent even as they sat right next to the victim while 
it happened? “It affects the group completely differently,” says Reedus. “Some 
relinquish power. Some accept it. Some fight it. There are people pointing 
their fingers. There are people blaming themselves. Other things happen that 
destroy people. The group is completely broken apart at this point.” 

That’s because they are no longer in charge. They are no longer the biggest 
badasses around with the most guts and the most guns. Or as Jeffrey Dean 
Morgan so eloquently states: “It’s a reset on the Walking Dead world. It’s f---ing 
Negan’s world now.” 


SO WELCOME TO NEGAN’S WORLD, THEN. WHICH MEANS, PREPARE TO BE GRANTED 
access to the inner workings of said world, including Negan’s compound, the 
Sanctuary. “It’s a pretty epic location,” says Gimple. “It really is something else. 
People will see what they saw in the comic, and then some.” 

We'll also get more insight into the method behind Negan’s madness. “The

last six seasons we’ve followed Rick,” says Morgan. “You're going to find out 
in that time Negan has been running his own show. He has created his army 
of followers—and some are probably reluctant followers, and if they’re reluc- 
tant followers he has a way to deal with that as well. We’ll find out how 
Negan’s life has been since the zombie apocalypse started, and we’ll find out 
how Negan has come to be who he is. We’re going to get some backstory very 
quickly on how the Saviors operate and how Negan operates.” 

And what does all this mean for the Alexandrians? In essence, it means 
Negan is about to blow up the show the way he just blew up someone’s 
brains. “What you’re going to see in the first half of this season is Negan 
wreaking havoc,” Morgan continues. “And some of your characters that 
you’ve grown to love are not going to be on the show anymore, and it’s going 
to end badly for them. It’s going to be a whole new beginning for The Walking 
Dead. Really, we’ve taken the show and just flipped it upside down. It’s a dif- 
ferent show now. It’s going to have a different feeling. You’re going to see 
your favorite characters in a position that they’ve never been in before, which 
is super vulnerable and victimized.” 

The Sanctuary is not the only new location we will be diving into in season 
7. When we last left Carol and Morgan, they were in the company of some 
armored soldiers offering assistance, and that assistance will come in the form 
of a community known as the Kingdom and its equal parts kooky and charis- 
matic leader, King Ezekiel, played by Khary Payton. It won’t take long for Carol 
and Morgan to realize they aren’t exactly in Kansas anymore. “It’s the Walking 
Dead version of The Wizard of Oz,” says Nicotero of the Kingdom. “If the out- 
side is a black-and-white, dull, dead world, the inside is vibrant and colorful 
and whimsical and alive, and it’s all led by a dude named Ezekiel with a scepter 
and a f---ing tiger. At first glance you look at this and you go, ‘This can’t be real.’ 
But that’s the beauty of Ezekiel. He recognized that they need someone to fol- 
low, and they need someone to lead them. And Ezekiel took that opportunity 
and created this larger-than-life person that people can follow and look up to.” 

“You first come upon him and you think he’s a little bit out-there,” says 


Payton. “And he is a little bit out-there, but the 
truth is that everything about this world is a 
little bit out-there, and if you want to survive in 
it, you need to preach your philosophy and 
preach it loudly so that it doesn’t get drowned 
out by all the crazy.” 

“That’s probably the wildest swing I took in 
the comics,” reflects Kirkman. “A guy who has a 
pet tiger who speaks like some kind of weird 
medieval king is pretty strange. And I have to be 
honest: When I was writing the comic I was like, 
‘Hell, yeah, let’s see how we handle this tiger in 
the show!’” So how are they handling creating 
that tiger, known as Shiva? Through a mix of ani- 
matronics and digital augmentation. “There were 
people that were like, ‘There’s no way we can do 
this,’” says Gimple of bringing Shiva from page to 
screen. “I’m very lucky that we’d been thinking 
and planning for a long time.” 

But what will Carol and Morgan make of their 
new digs and the colorful leader who rules it? 
“Carol doesn’t stand for a whole lot of bulls---,” 
says McBride, in what may be the understate- 
ment of the century. “So it will be interesting to 
see what she thinks of Ezekiel and his Kingdom. 
You know, she’s been here before. It’s too good 
to be true.” 

As for Morgan, he will still be coming to grips 
with his decision to abandon his no-killing policy 
when he unloaded not one but six bullets into a 
Savior to spare Carol. “The important thing to 
remember about Morgan is that it’s not just that 
he doesn’t want to kill people,” says James. “It’s 
that he knows what he’s like when he’s free to kill 
people. He knows himself. He’s good at it and 
he’s pathological at it, and it’s not a road he par- 
ticularly wants to walk down.” 

Yeah, but at least he’s, you know, alive. The same 
cannot be said for at least one individual from 
Negan’s lineup. And while some fans may bemoan 
the six-month wait to find out who is destined to 
die, the man swinging the bat has a warning for all 
those pining for answers. “I think by the time Octo- 
ber rolls around,” says Jeffrey Dean Morgan, “all 
those people who are like, ‘’'m never watching Walk- 
ing Dead again, I feel cheated,’ they’re going to be 
the first ones lined up in front of their television.” 

He pauses, channeling his inner Negan while 
breaking out that disarming, devilish grin reserved 
for delivering truly villainous threats. “And I'll say 
this: You have to be careful what you wish for, 
audience, because you’re going to get those 
answers and more. And you’re probably not going 
to be happy with it.” $4

Not yet. Yes, he’s been Captain Kirk, Jack Ryan, Guy on 
Train With Denzel Washington, literally Prince Charm- 
ing. Yes, Pine’s been a fixture on the blockbuster circuit 


since his 20s, when the rebooted Star Trek promoted 
him to the stratosphere of Action Stars Named Chris. 
But a year ago, Pine doubled down on a decision to 
change the course of his career. “I was sick of being 
articulate and loud and charming,” he says, just back 
home in Los Angeles from a round-the-world press tour 
for Star Trek Beyond. “I didn’t want to play that guy any- 
more. I wanted to play the absolute opposite of that.” 

On Aug. 12, you’ll see what that looks like. A scant 
three weeks after Beyond hit theaters, Pine headlines 
Hell or High Water, a cat-and-mouse thriller set right 
here, right now, in a depressed, desperate America. 
Directed by David Mackenzie (Starred Up) from a 
script by buzzy screenwriter Taylor Sheridan (Sicario), 
the film follows two brothers (Pine and Ben Foster) on 
a series of bank heists across postrecession Texas. 
(Jeff Bridges plays the Rooster Cogburn-sounding 
lawman on their trail.) 

There are action set pieces—some of them quasi- 
funny in their depiction of open-carry gun laws—but 
Hell or High Water is also a showcase for everything Pine 
usually doesn’t get to do: hold an audience rapt with 
nothing more than his acting. “Action films unfortu- 
nately don’t let you spend a lot of time sitting,” he says. 
“So you don’t have much time to create something indel- 
ible or unique. A diner scene can be just as moving and 
powerful and important as an action scene in Star Trek.” 

Success, particularly a hit franchise like Star Trek, 
can be its own trap. Stars often get paid a lot of money 
to play essentially the same kind of role they’ve played 
before. Pine, 35, was itching to break free. “I’d been 
getting scripts from my agents that I didn’t really like,” 
he says. “I told them, ‘Look, send me 10 of the best 
scripts that you have, even if they aren’t really appro- 
priate for me, even if they’re about Ukrainian children.” 
At the time, Hell was titled Comancheria, and Pine 
responded to it immediately. He still gets revved up 
talking about it. He calls screenwriter Sheridan an 
American Pedro Almodévar, a modern-day Paddy 
Chayefsky, and a more whimsical Cormac McCarthy. 
He compares his character, Toby, to the kind of Ameri- 
can male played by legends like Eastwood, McQueen, 
Bronson—“a stoic, terse, deeply felt man that has 
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incredible difficulty articulating that deep feeling.” Many of his best 
scenes are practically silent. “I wanted to be a bigger dog that didn’t 


have to bark so loudly,” he says. 

Ironically, Pine never expected to bark that loudly in the first 
place. He was raised in the business: his father, mother, sister, 
grandmother, and great-uncle were all actors at some point. That 
made Pine pragmatic about the industry in a way that few young 
actors are. “My father has been an actor since 1964,” Pine says. 
“Things were tight a lot of the times, financially. It wasn’t like a big 
romantic adventure. Some years were fine. Some years my father 
didn’t work as much. S--- sucked a lot of the time.” 

So he began acting on a bit of a lark, driven mostly by youthful 
ego. “I was 21,” he says, laughing. “I wasn’t really good at anything 
else.” His first big role came in The Princess Diaries 2: Royal Engage- 
ment. “I was pretty much solely motivated by validation. I just 
wanted to be told I was good and handsome and part of the gang.” 
Hollywood agreed he was all those things, and his career took off. 
But as time went on, Pine realized he was unfulfilled and, most 
important, that he had the power to change it. “I’m in that lucky 
percentile where I can worry about how I want to shape my career,” 
he says. “That’s a wonderful place to be.” So in 2014, after a second 
Star Trek and the Jack Ryan reboot, Pine got adventurous. He was a 
comical villain in Horrible Bosses 2, a singing cad in Into the Woods. 
In that year’s criminally underseen Stretch, he played a lunatic

kabillionaire, his blue eyes barely recognizable under 
layers of facial hair and drug-slurping mania. “No 
wonder Johnny Depp likes to put on makeup and do 
weird s---,” Pine says. “It’s a lot of fun!” 

Still, nothing could prepare him for Hell or High 
Water, which lets Pine penetrate the most deeply inter- 
nal character of his career. Watching him, you find 
yourself thinking, “Who knew Chris Pine could do 
that?” Turns out, his costar Ben Foster did. Foster 
gained a unique perspective on Pine after the two spent 
weeks getting sprayed with a fire hose on the set of The 
Finest Hours, the nautical disaster film released earlier 
this year. “You get to know somebody pretty well when 
youre taking the same punishments,” Foster says. “He’s 
a true-blue actor. There are a lot of what you might call 
Handsome Leading Men out there, and very few who 
can actually deliver.” 

One of the best scenes in Hell or High Water finds 
Pine and Foster on the family ranch, playfully wrestling 
at magic hour. The moment happened almost by 
accident. “That came out of the fact that there was 
a lightning storm, and they had to turn off the genera- 
tors,” Pine says. So he and Foster, director Mackenzie, 
and cinematographer Giles Nuttgens went into a field

to film. Silhouetted against a darkening sky, their wordless impro- 
visation resulted in the film’s most poetic imagery. 

Pine is searching for more of that kind of storytelling, but, lucky 
for the studios, he isn’t giving up his day job. Paramount just 
announced a fourth Star Trek film, and Pine will appear as Steve 
Trevor in Wonder Woman next year. In an unexpected twist, the 
wandering spirit that led Pine to Hell or High Water has helped him 
forge a deeper connection to his most famous character. Star Trek 
Beyond begins with Kirk years into his adventures on the frontier. 
“He has raged; he’s done well,” Pine says. “And then it’s like he says 
to himself, ‘Now what? Do I even want to be here still?’ I totally 
know what that feels like. I have to find new things to compel and 
propel me into the future.” And then, to go boldly toward it. «

It was a wonderful life in Everwood, Colorado. 
When writer Greg Berlanti first pitched the story of Everwood—a 
drama about Manhattan neurosurgeon Dr. Andy Brown, who uproots 
his son and daughter to a small town after his wife dies—the reac- 
tion was that it seemed like a modern-day version of a Jimmy Stewart 
movie. “I told them that I thought it was the closest thing to Frank 
Capra I’d ever seen,” recalls Treat Williams, who played the good 
doctor, referencing the director of It’s a Wonderful Life. “It was just a 
beautiful pilot.” Over its four-season run on The WB, Everwood was 
not only lauded for its brave storytelling about abortion, interracial 
matriage, and sexually transmitted diseases, it also helped launch 
the careers of Chris Pratt and Emily VanCamp, as well as Berlanti—

who went on to develop and produce Brothers & Sisters, 
Arrow, and The Flash. To mark the 10-year anniversary of the 
drama’s series finale, we asked the cast and crew to reflect on 
what made Everwood one of the best family shows of all time. 


The year was 2001. Having found a niche with female-friendly 
series like Gilmore Girls and Charmed, The WB was ready to 
develop dramas featuring the Y chromosome. “There was this 
whole boys movement,” recalls then entertainment president 
Jordan Levin. “I remember talking about how there was no 
honest portrayal of a teenage boy on the air.” After getting the 
green light from the network to produce a drama about a 
widower struggling to parent a piano prodigy named Ephram 
and his precocious sister, Delia, Berlanti and producing partner 
Mickey Liddell set about finding the perfect ensemble of actors 
who would inhabit the fictitious Colorado community. Treat 
Williams was their first stop. 

GREG BERLANTI (Creator) It’s not like Treat read for it. He 
was Treat Williams, so we were lucky to get him on The WB. 
TREAT WILLIAMS (Dr. Andy Brown) I was in Los Angeles 
doing a play, and Greg and Mickey came to meet me. We 
didn’t talk about the show. I showed pictures of my family. 
I told them about airplanes I fly, the garden I was growing. 
There was a great feeling of trust that started right away. 
BERLANTI For Ephram, I wanted the male version of Claire 
Danes in My So-Called Life. 

GREGORY SMITH (Ephram Brown, Andy’s son) I remem- 
ber my agent or someone telling me The WB really liked me 
but they were worried I wasn’t WB material. I was full of 
vinegar. I was like, “I’m an actor! My face and my hair 
should be a blank canvas!” Greg and Mickey helped me pick 
out an outfit and style my hair before my final audition. 
JORDAN LEVIN (The WB exec) The other actor who 
wanted the part of Ephram was Jared Padalecki. 

BRENDA STRONG (Julia Brown, Andy’s dead wife) The 
idea was that I’d come back in flashbacks, similarly and 
ironically like my future Desperate Housewives role of Mary 
Alice. People project perfection on me a lot. I guess maybe 
that helped me get the role. 

EMILY VANCAMP (Amy Abbott, Ephram’s love interest) I 
had just finished a show, Glory Days. I was very new to the 
business and didn’t really know what signing on to a series 
truly entailed. 

CHRIS PRATT (Bright Abbott, Amy’s brother) I went in 
there last minute. I was seriously one day away from leaving 
L.A. [had no time to read a script. I just decided, I’ve got to 
pretend I am this character. They said, “Do you have any 
questions?” I said, “Basically this is my TV show, I’m the star, 
and some little freak moves into my town and wants my 
sister, and I’m putting him in his place. Right?” And they said, 
“Yes.” That’s what I did. After I walked out, I put my ear to 
the door and heard Mickey and Greg saying, “That’s the guy.” 
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VIVIEN CARDONE (Delia Brown, Andy’s daughter) I was 
only 9. My father couldn’t come to Utah, so it was just my 
mom and three siblings. I remember Treat walking up and 
saying, “Listen, I know your dad isn’t around, and that 
must be really hard. I’m away from my family too, so I'll 
make you a deal. If you promise to be my part-time daugh- 
ter, Pll be your part-time father.” 

JOHN BEASLEY (Irv Harper, Amy’s step-granddad) They 
were interested in someone narrating the show. Irv was kind 
of earthy, the caretaker of the people. He had been around 
for a while, so he was telling the story of Everwood. 
DEBRA MOONEY (Edna Harper, Amy’s grandma) It was 
wonderful the way Edna’s marriage to Irv Harper was intro- 
duced. I tell Andy I’m going out, and my husband pulls up in 
a bus. He gets out, and we kiss one another. 

WILLIAMS During the first season a lot of actors came to 
guest on the show [with the attitude], “Oh, boy, now I’m on 
a teen show, what’s happened to my career?” The following 
season, we got James Earl Jones, Beau Bridges, Betty White. 
BERLANTI We had Kristen Bell play a teenager who [had] 
abreast enhancement! J.K. Simmons played an auto mechanic 
who could see your future but he didn’t want the gift.

SCOTT WOLF (Dr. Jake Hartman) Because of Party of Five, 
I was weaned on emotional family dramas. I definitely spoke 
the show’s language. Everwood was a two-doctor town, and 
my character turned it into a three-doctor town [in the third 
season]. I was designed to be sort of an irritant. 


One of the hallmarks of Everwood was its honest portrayal of 
social issues. “This show was always meant to be in the vein 
of shows like Picket Fences that dealt with relevant, topical 
issues that we could humanize,” explains Berlanti. But some of 
the plot points didn’t always sit well with the morality police. 
BERLANTI Since we were on after 7th Heaven, people were 
expecting it to be like that. Ephram had a wet dream about 
Amy in the pilot! It made certain people uncomfortable. 
VANCAMP I remember being a little bit shy about that. 
RINA MIMOUN (Exec producer) We were trying to find 
things that would cause a stir ina community like Everwood. 
In the fourth episode, a teenager walks into Andy Brown’s 
office and gets diagnosed with gonorrhea of the throat. 
BERLANTI We wanted to talk about what happens when a 
child says a bad word, so we had Delia say “s---.” We literally 
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had the standards and practices people on the stage. The only 
way they would allow it was ifI dropped the t when she said it. 
CARDONE I remember my mom sitting me down and say- 
ing, “Listen, this is a big word that big people use, but this 
is part of your job. Just because you have to say it on screen 
doesn’t make you a bad girl.” 

BERLANTI Originally, when I pitched the show, it was 
supposed to be about an abortionist who moves his family 
to this small town. The WB execs said, “If you want to deal 
with abortion, we promise you we’ll let you deal with it in 
the first year. But don’t make it the central idea of the series.” 
MIMOUN Then they said, “Okay, but Dr. Andy Brown can’t 
be the one who does it. You have to switch to [Dr. Harold 
Abbott, played by Tom Amandes],” which was the only part 
of the process that actually made the storytelling better. 
LEVIN I think the Salt Lake City station wouldn’t carry it, 
the irony being today that no one would think twice about 
a story like that. But at the time it was a heavy lift. 


Having changed time slots twice in its fourth season, Everwood 
saw its average viewership drop from 4.3 million to 3.6 million— 
making it a prime target for cancellation in the wake of the WB/ 
UPN merger into The CW in 2006. 

BERLANTI It became about who was going to make the 
switch to The CW. It was us, Veronica Mars, and Supernatural 
that were all fighting for our lives, and we had heard that 
two of the three would basically make it. 

WILLIAMS I was in the middle of renovating a very large 
house and the show got canceled. 

MIMOUN We created two endings because we weren’t sure 
we were coming back. The one that aired had Amy [revealing 
her feelings to Ephram]. The other one, which we shot but no 
one ever saw, had Ephram about to go downstairs to meet 
Amy but then he gets a call from Madison [his old girlfriend 
who had their baby], which keeps him in the apartment. We 
were going to play it out with the return of Sarah Lancaster. 
VANCAMP It would have been really disappointing for the 
fans had Ephram and Amy not ended up together. 

MOONEY [had that RV. I always thought that Edna should 
just take that and set out and go around the country. We 
could have done a new series called Edna on the Road. 
WILLIAMS Four years was a good run. 

PRATT Everwood changed my life. It changed everything. 
It was the first time I ever made money. 

SMITH Everwood comes up weekly for me. It’s like talking 
about where you grew up or went to high school. 

MIMOUN There is no good-God reason why this show 
isn’t on Netflix by now. It’s so frustrating. [Ed. note: The full 
series is available on Amazon for purchase. | 

BERLANTI It was so magical, what happened every step of 
the process. I’ve never really quite had the same kind of 
experience since on any of the shows I’ve worked on. 
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photographed on 
July 12, 2016, in Leakin Park, Baltimore, 
near where Hae Min Lee’s body was found 
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stepping over fallen branches and ducking 
under tree limbs as she heads toward the spot 
where 18-year-old Hae Min Lee’s body was 
found in February 1999. Bits of debris—soda 
bottles, food wrappers, an empty pill canis- 
ter—litter the area, but otherwise it’s tranquil. 
The trees muffle the sounds of the nearby 
road, and the area is awash with birdsong. 

But as Chaudry surveys the area, some- 
thing feels off. “That was one of the easiest 
treks ’ve made here,” she says, furrowing her 
brow as she approaches the giant, mossy 
overturned tree marking the leaf-covered 
hollow where Lee’s corpse was stashed. “It 
looks like there’s a path now.” She’s dis- 
turbed, but not necessarily surprised: “As 
Serial was happening, people came here all 
the time...driving up and looking for the log, 
taking pictures. They were obsessed with 
[the case] in a way that was kind of crazy.” 

She’s not exaggerating. When NPR’s This 
American Life launched the podcast Serial 
in October 2014, few could have predicted it 
would grow into a global phenomenon, with 
142 million downloads and too many spin-off 
podcasts, Reddit threads, and blog posts to 
count. Its first 12 episodes focused on the case

17, of murdering his ex-girlfriend, Hae Min 
Lee—a conviction based largely on cell-phone 
data and the shifting testimony of Syed’s 
acquaintance Jay Wilds, who claimed Syed 
strangled Lee and that he helped bury her. 
But as Serial’s host and executive pro- 
ducer Sarah Koenig illustrated over the 
course of the season, the case wasn’t nearly 
as straightforward as it seemed. The state 
spun a Romeo and Juliet tale about Syed, 
a Pakistani-American Muslim, and Lee, a 
Korean-American, whose forbidden love 
ended in murder. The defense floundered. 
Syed’s lawyer, M. Cristina Gutierrez, failed to 
contact crucial alibi witnesses like Serial’s 
breakout star Asia McClain, who claims she 
saw Syed in the library at the time the state 
alleges Lee was killed. Nor did Gutierrez ever 
lay out the inconsistencies in Wilds’ story or 
put Syed on the stand to discuss his relation- 
ship with Lee, which had ended on good 
terms. Chaudry—who’d known Syed and his 
family for years—had trusted Gutierrez, a 
well-known Baltimore defense attorney, to 
exonerate the sweet 17-year-old kid she’d 
watched grow up. But that trust quickly dis- 
solved. In the end, Syed was sentenced to life 
in prison, plus 30 years, for the kidnapping and 
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murder of Lee. “I was like, ‘What the hell just 
happened here?’” Chaudry remembers. 
“That’s when I got involved on a deeper level.” 
She details her 16-year fight to prove 
his innocence in her new book, Adnan’s Story, 
out Aug. 9. In crisp, powerful prose, Chaudry, 
42—a former civil rights and immigration 
attorney who now works in policy—walks 
readers through the case and initial trial, 
Serial and its impact, and her own podcast, 
Undisclosed, which details the mind-boggling 
new evidence that came to light after Syed’s 
conviction. Serial may have brought the case 
and its flaws to the world’s attention, but it 
was Undisclosed that eventually helped Syed 
come out of a February 2016 post-conviction 
relief hearing with an order for a new trial. 


SOON AFTER SYED'S ARREST, 


Chaudry began visiting and exchanging 
letters with him. “I helped him through the 
appellate process the best I could,” she says of 
the years between 2000 and 2013. “I wasn’t a 
criminal defense attorney. I’m not an investi- 
gator. There wasn’t a lot I could do.” Syed lost 
appeal after appeal, and finally Chaudry, fed 
up, made an executive decision. “The courts 
had failed us, and the systems failed us. We 
had to go to the media,” she says. “I had ini- 
tially thought I would try to find somebody 
from the Baltimore area who knows the 
judges and the prosecutors, maybe had some 
sources,” Chaudry explains. “I just wanted 
somebody who could find evidence in a way 
that we couldn’t.” Sarah Koenig was the first 
name she came across, a former Baltimore Sun 
reporter who had written about Gutierrez 
when she was disbarred years before. 


They met, Koenig was interested, and 
soon the radio producer was carting musty 
boxes of case files out of the Syed family 
home and calling and visiting Syed in 
prison. As the investigation grew, one epi- 
sode originally intended for This American 
Life turned into a 12-episode spin-off pod- 
cast. Each segment of Serial focused on a 
different aspect of the case, including 
Wilds’ story, the cell-phone-tower pings 
that allegedly placed Syed’s phone in Leakin 
Park the evening of Lee’s murder, and what 
happened in the Best Buy parking lot where 
Wilds claimed Lee was strangled. As the 
series unspooled, listeners debated: Was 
Jay making it up? Was Adnan hiding guilt 
behind his palpable charisma? 

Chaudry acknowledges Koenig was 
instrumental in shining a global spotlight 
on the case, but she says, “Serial was hard.

Y THE SCHOOL AND THE LIBRARY 
McClain testified she saw Syed at the Woodlawn 
branch of the Baltimore County Public Library 
after school on Jan. 13, 1999, which is when 
prosecutors allege Lee was murdered. Although 
the library had a working video-surveillance 
system, there's no evidence that Syed’s original 
lawyer ever asked to see the footage. 


I wished I could enjoy it like the world 
enjoyed it, but it made me physically sick. 
Their editorial discretion, to me, meant they 
weren’t telling the full story.” For example, 
Koenig focused on incidents where Syed 
had stolen small amounts of money from the 
mosque donation box as a preteen but didn’t 
touch at all on Wilds’ actual criminal record. 
Chaudry also sees problems in Koenig’s 
treatment of the police, who she believes 
coached Wilds’ statement. “She was very 
deferential. She was like, ‘They were essen- 
tially good guys doing their jobs.’ These are 
not good guys.” 

To make sure the rest of the story was 
being told, Chaudry started blogging after 
each episode, filling in the holes she felt Serial 
missed. And she wasn’t alone: Elsewhere 
on the internet, two other lawyers—Susan 
Simpson and Colin Miller—were also blog- 
ging fervently about Syed’s case. Chaudry 
took notice. “I did some research to make 
sure they were legit,” she says. “I realized very 
early on that they were picking up things 
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“| have stacks of letters over the 17 years [that Syed 
has been in prison],” Chaudry says. “He was always a 
good student. | think that’s one of the hardest things 
for his family. He had the greatest promise. He was 
definitely going to make something of himself.” 


that nobody else had really understood or 
analyzed in the same way.” 

Eventually, Chaudry gave them both 
access to Syed’s case files. “As far as I’m con- 
cerned, there’s nothing in the files that’s 
damning,” she says. “I wanted people outside 
of myself to be able to look at them and say, 
‘S---, there’s nothing here.’” 

But as a matter of fact, there was some- 
thing crucial in those files. Simpson realized 
that when the state presented Syed’s cell- 
phone records at trial, they failed to include 
the fax cover sheet from AT&T, which stated: 
“Outgoing calls only are reliable for location 
status. Any incoming calls will NOT be con- 
sidered reliable information for location.” 
Meaning the Leakin Park cell-phone pings, 
which the state had essentially used as coordi- 
nates to plot Syed’s location throughout 
Wilds’ recollection of the day, were useless. 

More explosive discoveries followed, 
which Chaudry, Simpson, and Miller ulti- 
mately decided to chronicle on their own 
podcast. Undisclosed: The State v. Adnan Syed 
launched in April 2015, giving 
Serial devotees another place to 
delve into the case’s myster- 
ies—albeit, as Chaudry allows 
in the first episode, not neces- 
sarily an unbiased place. 

Once the podcast was under 
way, the three lawyers, along 
with other experts, continued 
to amass new evidence. When 
Chaudry converted tapes of 


Wilds’ police interviews to digital audio, for 
instance, Simpson discovered that a tapping 
sound occurred on the tape each time Wilds 
made a mistake in his story, and immediately 
after the taps, he would correct himself— 
lending credence to the theory that the 
police influenced his testimony. In addition, 
Lee’s autopsy report proved to be inconsis- 
tent with the state’s timeline. The cell-tower 
discoveries, coupled with an affidavit from 
McClain, helped win Syed a new post- 
conviction relief hearing in February. 
Chaudry’s depiction of the PCR hearing in 
Adnar’s Story is utterly riveting—high stakes, 
a breakneck pace, brilliant expert witnesses— 
and ultimately Judge Martin Welch ruled in 
June 2016 that Syed deserved a new trial. 
Chaudry, Syed and his family, and the 
legal team are thrilled, of course, but the 
situation is bittersweet. “That’s still 17 years 
of his life, gone,” Chaudry says, revealing 
that she broke down in tears while record- 
ing the final lines of the Adnan’s Story 
audiobook days after the ruling was 
announced. “And it’s not just 
him—his entire family’s life 
would have been different. He 
would have had kids by now. 
There’s a sense of real pain 
that it took this much effort, 
time, energy, money, and 
global attention to do what the 
courts should have done a long 
time ago.” She knows it won’t 
be easy for him if he gets out, 


either. “I can’t help but wonder...he was 17 
when he went in, right? The last time he 
could walk from one place to another with- 
out getting permission was when he was 17,” 
she says. “I wish he could go somewhere 
where nobody knew him for a little while, so 
he could adjust. It’s going to be hard either 
way. But it’s okay. We'll deal with it.” 

For now, she’s letting herself breathe a 
sigh of relief. Just weeks ago, prestigious 
global firm Hogan Lovells announced their 
pro bono involvement in Syed’s case. “Now 
I feel like, Adnan, you’ve been delivered into 
good hands,” she says. “I’ve done my job. 
I just want to take a nap.”

Marcus is a Jewish college student in 1951 
who avoids the Korean War draft (and 
his meddlesome parents in Newark) by 
enrolling in a tony Midwestern Catholic 
university. He’s just precocious enough to 
believe that he’s smarter than everyone, 
including the school’s dean (Tracy Letts), 
and just naive enough to misread the sexual 
advances of a classmate (Sarah Gadon, 
echoing Grace Kelly in Rear Window), whose 
spontaneity repulses and attracts him. 

The film is based on Philip Roth’s dyna- 
mite 2008 novel and marks the directorial 
debut of famed producer James Schamus 
(Brokeback Mountain), who captures the 
acute uncomfortableness and melancholia 
of Marcus’ angry young Rothian existence. 
Schamus’ script resorts to gratuitous voice- 
over, but he scores major points as a director 
of actors. In addition to the risky, committed 
work by Lerman and Gadon, stage actress 
Linda Emond is heartbreaking in two late 
scenes as Marcus’ mother. And in a perfor- 
mance worthy of an Oscar nomination, 
Pulitzer Prize-winning playwright Letts 
(August: Osage County) owns the movie’s 
centerpiece, a 16-minute battle royale 
between the dean and Marcus. The dean was 
more of a cartoon in Roth’s book, but Letts 
lends him a slippery wit that, much like the 
movie, is surprisingly potent. A-

She rarely appeared on screen, 
but the singer gave her voice to 
Hollywood's biggest stars.

You may not know Marni Nixon’‘s 
name, but you've almost certainly 
heard her soaring, melodic voice: 
The singer, who died of breast 
cancer on July 24 at age 86, pro- 
vided the vocals for Deborah Kerr 
in 1956's The King and |, Natalie 
Wood in 1961's West Side Story, 
and Audrey Hepburn in 1964's My 
Fair Lady. It wasn’t until years later 
that she received credit for her 
work; film studios were so secretive 
about Nixon’s contributions that 
Time deemed her “the ghostess 
with the mostest” in a 1964 article. 
“It gets harder and harder to adapt 
yourself to the person you're 
dubbing,” Nixon told the magazine 
at the time. “Eventually you want to 
play the character yourself.” 

Later in her life, Nixon received 
her deserved place in the spotlight 
as a concert singer—performing 
with the New York Philharmonic and 
other big-name orchestras—and in 
her 2006 memoir, | Could Have 
Sung All Night, she wrote about 
learning to appreciate her dubbing 
experiences. “I realized now that 
this was something that would 
outlive me,” she said in the book. 
“Something that would last.”

e ONLY A FEW WEEKS AFTER 
former New Orleans Saints player 
Steve Gleason was diagnosed with 
ALS, his wife, Michel, learned she was preg- 
nant with their first child. Knowing he had 
limited time before the degenerative disease 
robbed him of his mobility and speech, 
Gleason set out to chronicle his life in video 
diaries, framed as a message to his then- 
unborn son. Director Clay Tweel has deftly 
cut four years of those videos, along with 
other footage, into an inspirational and 
unflinching look at the devastating effects, 
physical and emotional, of amyotrophic lat- 
eral sclerosis (a.k.a. Lou Gehrig’s disease). 
Gleason has a kind of Chris Pratt charm in 
his frank and often funny video diaries, 
whether he’s reflecting on his strained rela- 
tionship with his religious father or bluntly 
charting his weakening state. His attitude is, 
of course, inspirational, and even though he 
was already a Louisiana hero for his perfor- 
mance in the Saints’ first home game after 
Hurricane Katrina, he launches a charity to 
provide speech technology and other services 
to those with ALS. But more than anything, 
the film examines one man’s shocking dete- 
rioration, and Tweel doesn’t shy away from 
the messy, ugly aspects of ALS—for instance, 
Gleason’s incontinence or the growing cracks 
in his marriage. It’s gut-wrenching to watch 
this young couple reduced to resentment and 
almost wordless arguments, but the pair’s 
perseverance is uplifting. The result is a 
candid testament to not only Gleason him- 


self but the many people who love him. B+

EW’s resident Hurley expert, Jeff Jensen, 

got sucked into the series all over again, thanks 
to his 15-year-old son, Ben. Here, he shares 
how it brought them even closer. 


I’VE NEVER DOUBTED THAT MY OLDEST SON, 
Ben, is my child. But he proved it for good 
last spring with the following declaration: 
“Dad, I’m totally into Lost now.” 

It was like he found religion. I knew the 
feeling. I was certifiably obsessed with 
the famously mysterious and confounding 
award-winning serial about castaways on a 
mystical island. Ben, who was 3 when the 
show premiered in 2004, was familiar with 
my fandom. In season 5, I made him appear 
in a skit that my colleague Dan Snierson 
and I produced for our “Totally Lost” video 
series on EW.com. He remembers my 
up-all-night recapping, too, and how it 
wasted me for parenting the next day. 
(Sorry, kids.) His most vivid memory of 
Lost was hearing his mother, Amy—my 
wife and partner in TV watching—cry 
while watching the series finale in 2010. 
Rewatching Lost with Ben was going to 
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be fun—it could be like one of those 
old-fashioned father-son rite-of-passage 
rituals—but also a way to remember Amy, 
who passed away in 2014. 

My romantic ambitions weren’t easily 
realized. Ben became converted to Lost after 
seeing the crackerjack J.J. Abrams-directed 
pilot at a friend’s house. He didn’t want to 
wait on me to watch more; he wanted to binge 
it right...now. On his computer while doing 


homework. On the family-room TV after 
homework. On his phone in bed. The truth is, 
TV watching is a very individualistic activity 


in my household—we’re wired to our devices. 
It hasn’t been collective family viewing. I’ve 
resolved to change that after this experience. 

I managed to watch 70 percent of the 
series with Ben. I enjoyed his reactions to 
the twists and turns as much as revisiting 
those beats myself. “Oh, that’s cold!” he

exclaimed as Michael (Harold Perrineau) 
capped both Ana Lucia (Michelle Rodriguez) 
and Libby (Cynthia Watros). He was intrigued 
by the mysteries, although the long wait for 
answers bugged. “Just tell me: What is the 
Smoke Monster?” he asked after we watched 
Smokey smite Mr. Eko (Adewale Akinnuoye- 
Agbaje). I found his anxious fascination 
delicious and oh-so-familiar. “You have to 
take the journey,” I said.

Brazil—a country known for its jubilant spirit—is, not surpris- 
ingly, throwing one massive party to kick off the Olympics.

» opened for Beyoncé on her 


latest tour is totally true—and 

completely wrong. Sure, the 
40-year-old producer and social-media 
superstar warmed up crowds with boister- 
ous self-affirmations like his 2010 hit “All I 
Do Is Win.” But he didn’t really do anything: 
He barely DJ’d and hardly touched his own 
material. He mostly served as a hype man 
during surprise visits from the likes of Lil 
Wayne and Snoop Dogg—hip-hop heavy- 
weights who provided the real show. 

You could talk about Khaled’s new album, 
Major Key, in similar terms. He doesn’t rap, 
and the last time he had a sole producer 
credit on one of his albums was in 2008. 
Instead, he curates, picking beats and assem- 
bling the kind of OMG collaborations you’d 
find on awards-show stages. Khaled’s albums 
have always been star-studded affairs, but his 
ambition has grown even more for his ninth 
LP: Top names like Future and Jay Z join 
forces on the fire-alarm trap number “I Got 
the Keys,” while Wale and Wiz Khalifa get 
upstaged by Meghan Trainor(!) on the mel- 
ancholy trunk-rattler “Forgive Me Father.”

Those eye-popping features may have 
something to do with Khaled’s second career 
as a Snapchat guru. In the past year, he’s 
amassed an audience of millions by dispens- 
ing his “major keys”: inspirational sound 
bites to help fans overcome an ambiguous, 
naysaying group of haters Khaled refers to 
only as “they.” Perhaps Khaled is feeling the 
pressure to deliver, or maybe he’s just 
embraced his life-coach role and learned to 
draw the best out of his roster. Either way, 
the triumphantly soulful “Holy Key” has Big 
Sean and Kendrick Lamar trading some of 
the most ferocious verses of their careers. 

With Major Key, Khaled is dream-casting 
his ultimate Now That’s What I Call Hip-Hop! 
compilation. That can be catnip for rap 
nerds who would appreciate, say, Nas rhym- 
ing over an inventive Fugees sample on 
“Nas Album Done,” which might be the 
first time a song title has doubled as a 
breaking-news headline. But more often 
than not, Khaled invites guests like Future 
and Travis Scott to replicate their past 
successes instead of moving the needle. So 
maybe Khaled doesn’t aspire to high art— 
it’s hard to argue with his approach when 
the songs are this much fun. His bottomless 
stock of anthemic crowd-pleasers may not 
be game-changing, but few albums this year 
have come preloaded with this many obvi- 
ous singles. And that’s something Khaled 
can definitely take credit for. B+

ending for Josie in
